scientists of the U. S. Department 
~ol! Agriculture:FireTrtay^tfaeir^eggs- 
chiefly in stable manure. J'owdered 
helebore 
mixed 
with water 
and 


sprinkled over the manure, will de- 
stroyed the larvae which are hatched 
from the eggs. Since powdered helle- 
bore is readily obtainable, this puts 
in tlie hands of everyone a remedy 
for one of the pests that has been 
found dangerous as well ;;s trouble- 
some. Powdered hellebore, however, 
will not kill adult flies which must be 
swatted or trapped. 


It lias long been known that flies 


breed in manure but previous meth- 
•ods of destroying the larvae thereby 
tiic use of strong chemicals have 
been open to the objection that the 
treatment 
under 
some conditions 


lessened the fertilizing value of the 
manure or actually injured vegeta- 
tion. 
This is not true of powdered 


hellebore. 
Government experiments 


have shown that the hellebore is en- 
tirely dccomoposed in the course of 
fermentation of 
manure and 
that 


even in excessive quantities it does 
no harm except to the larvae it is 
intended to destroy. Chickens pick- 
ing in manure treated with it suffer 
no ill effects. 
. 


One-half pound of powdered helle- 


bore mixed with 10 gallons of water 
is sufficient to kill the larvae in S 
bushels, or 10 cubic feet, of manure. 
The mixture should 
be 
sprinkled 


carefully over the pile, especial at- 
tention being paid to the outer edges. 
In most places hellebore is obtain- 
able in 100-pound lots at a cost of 
11 cents a pound. 
This makes the 


cost of the treatment a little less 
than seven-tenths of a cent 
per 


bushel of manure. 
A liberal esti- 


mate of the output of manure is two 
bushels a day per horse. The money 
involved is, therefore, 
triflling ^ in 


comparison with the benefits to 'the 
individual and the community from 
the practical elimination of the dis- 
ease-spreading fly. 
. Although fresh manure is the fa- 
vorite breeding spot, flies lay their 
eggs in other places as well, such as 
outhouses, refuse piles, etc. In these 
places, from which no manure is ta- 
ken to spread on the fields, consider- 
able saving may be effected through 
the substitution of borax for pow- 
dered hellebore. Applied at the rate 
of O.G'J pounds per S bushels of ma- 
nure, borax is as effective as pow- 
dered hellebore in killing the larvae 
but costs less than half a cent for 
each bushel of manure treated. 
In 


larger quantities, however, or when 
the manure itself is spread at 
a 


greater rate than 15 tons 
to 
the 


acre, some damage to crops may re- 
sult. Large quantities of manure are 
often used by market gardeners and, 
others, and there is always danger 
of carelessness in applying the bo- 
rax. 
The use of the more expensive 


but 
safer hellebore 
is therefore 


recommended for the treatment of 
manure. Borax is recommended for 
all other refuse in which flies may 
lay eggs. 


Scientists who have been working 


for years to eliminate the fly are 
convinced that the use of one or the 
other of these simple measures is a 
public duty wherever manure and re- 
fuse 
exist. 
Sanitarians, 
however, 


strongly advise the removal or re- 
fuse heaps or other 
unnecessary 


rubbish or breeding places for flies. 
In breeding places which cannot be 
thus disposed of—such as 
manure 


or stables—the daily use of powder- 
ed hellebore will keep the flies from 
breeding in these favorite breeding 
grounds. 
The best results are ob- 


tainable in a community where ev- 
eryone cleans up his premises, traps 
or kills the flics, and systematically 
treats the manure and other breed- 
ing places with powdered hellebore. 


The fly is not only a nuisance to 


human beings and 
live 
stock; it 


spreads disease and filth and is a 
menace to public health which can- 
not be tolerated in the face of a de- 
monstrated remedy. Details of the 
experiments with other 
information 


on the subject are contained in a 
professional paper, Bulletin 245 of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture.

pire Vy June 30, 1914. !Prior to that 
time ft was anticipated that tie cur- 
rency system of ffie country would 
be revised. The revision 
of the 


currency laws was not accomplished 
however, until, December, 1913, un- 
der the present Democratic adminis- 
tration. 


In order to obtain another vote or 


so for the federal reserve act the 
congress agreed to an amendment 
extending the life of the Aldrich— 
Vreeland act. 
This latter was al- 


lowed to remain on the statute books 
until June 30, 1915. 
At the time 


this was agreed on no 6nc antic- 
ipated that any use would be made 
of the measure.

The wets 
have used this as an argument in 
favor of the saloon, which would op- 
erate under law regulation, they say. 


Until the past few days, the fight 


here has not been marked by bitter- 
ness, but as election day drew near 
the bitterness increased. It reached 
a climax last week when the "wets" 
brought Congressman Jacob Meeker 
of St. Louis here to address 
the 


voters in the Sipe theater. 
At 
the 


last moment the drys decided to 
answer Meeker and assigned Attor- 
ney Joyce of this city to the task. 
That 
night the Sipc 
theater was 


jammed to the doors and then the 
crowd was given fine entertainment. 


Four years ago the Kokomo liquor 


light 
went 
to the state supreme 


court. In the face of adverse elec- 
tion returns, 
the "drys" 
alleged 


fraud, and the circuit court decided 
for the drys. overthrowing the re- 
turns and declaring a "dry" victory. 
The 
supreme court, sustained 
the 


Howard county court. 


One "dry" leader predicted today 


that the drys would win by 400 
votes.

Reorganization of System Will Take 


Place And Vocational Idea 


Will be Played Up 


(TT. P. Staff Correspondent.) 


New York, June 
29.—After 
al- 


lowing individuals to jockey 
away 


thousands of dollars of the 
city's 


money under the pretext 
of trying 


out a new educational system, this 
city finally has determined to permit 
William Wirt of Gary, Ind., full op- 
portunity 
to give his educational 


system a thorough testing under New 
York conditions. 
„ 


The announcement has been made 


that the Gary method of instruction 
will be tried out in twelve schools 
in the Bronx. 
The schools will be 


equipped with gymnasium, studios, 
playgrounds, 
museums etc., 
aside 


from the regular class rooms. 


Although Wirt superintendent of 


the Gary schools, was engaged at a 
salary of $10,000 a year to give his 
services, one week of each month to 
a practical test of his methods, he 
found himself left "high and dry" 
without a school to experiment upon, 
lie was forstalled by an assistant 
superintendent who in Wirt's 
ab- 


sence it is said obtained permissicn 
from the mayor to equip the "six 
schools assigned to Wirt and install 
the Wirt plan. 


The mayor, it is said, tgok it for 


granted Dr. Ettinger, the superin- 
tendent, worked in sympathy with 
Wirt, but when 
Wirt arrived 
he 


found all his schools in other hands 
ind a system that was not in ac- 
cordance 
to his main theory 
in- 


stalled in them. 


When Mayor 
Mitchell's 
admin- 


istration came in one of its three 
principal avowed objects was to re- 
organize the school system with re- 
ation to industrial education. The 
?ity has a school plant which cost 
$150,000,000. 
' 
I 


A year ago the Board of Educa- 


tion received a report that it would 
be necessary to provide new build- 
ings at a cost of .$40,000,000 to re- 
lieve a scandalous overtime situa- 
tion now • existing and provide sit- 
tings for the sure increase in popula- 
tion. 


The 
vocational 
committee, of 


which Mayor Mitchell was a member, 
was immensely attracted by the Gary 
plan because of its economy and be- 
cause its perv'oeatioual features had 
the approbation of leading experts 
all over the country. 


But, Mr. Wirt, it is said, found 


New York practically hostile terri- 
tory. An investigator for the Boston 
Transcript described how Wirt was 
received in New York.— 


"At headquarters at 500 Park 


avenue, he was suavely received— 
but he was not even offered a peg 
on which to haug his hat. 
He has 


never had a desk. In fact he was 
kept moving about during the Sept. 
and October visits, lie was carefully 
shown 
the schools which 
were to 


have been his schools. Wherever he 
went he was accompanied. 
If he 


went abroad, for instance, to see the 
mayor, someone always managed to 
go 
along. 
The liuliauian 
was a 


very carefully watched guest, who 
was not 
allowed 
to hazard 
the 


dangers of a great city like New 
York 
without 
the tender care of 


solicitous friends. 
Perhaps it was 


hoped that William Wirt would take 
kindly to being supplanted if some- 
one kept 
him constant company. 


Perhaps it was feared that he might 
tell the mayor that he preferred to 
return to the original plan and man- 
age those scools himself because a 
bona fide Gary method was not be- 
ing tried there. 
At any rate it is 


perfectly clear that the longer he 
was detained from actual perform- 
ance the less chance there was for 
him to have considerable achieve- 
ment to show for his employment at 
the end of the year, and if the modi- 
fied plan succeeded its Xe\v York 
introducer could claim credit." 


But it appears that the Indiana 


man has beaten his opponents. The 
grant of 
twelve schools is larger 


than he had anticipated. It recalls 
a visit he and Mayor Mitchell paid 
to the one school allowed him 
in 


Brooklyn. 
The Mayor had received 


a favorable impression, but he said, 
"Is this all you have been able to 
do?" 


"I have been given no other school 


on which to experiment," Mr. Wirt 
quietly replied. 
Dr. Ettinger 
was 


present and quickly offered another 
school.
